There have been three distinct phases in rural activities 
during the last 20 years. During the few years prior to 1930, the 
acresse under wheat for grain had increased very rapidly -nd re:ched the 


ligkimum acreage in that year while the numbers of sheep and cattle had 
decreased. The second shase was from 1930 to 1943, when there were 
substuntizl increases in the flocks and herds and decreases in the wheat 


areas, particularly from 1940 to 19443 when there were shortages of 
Superphosphate and manpower and also controlled planning. The third 


phase has been since 1943, with the reversed trend of increased wheat 
acreages and decreased numbers of sheep and cattle - drought losses 
bDeLnNge Very severe.
